As 
every man ie at liberty to worship God agreeable 
to the dictates of his own conscience, and is ac- 
countable tu God and not to man, for his deficien- 
cies in rendering the homage that is due from a 
finite dependent being, any design to lord it over

FLUSHING. 

One of the curiosities to be seen at Flushing, is 
a large nursery of trees, shrubs and planis of 
every description, reaching over about 20 acres of 
land. The town contains 50 or 60 houses, several 
stores, taverya—a meeting house belonging to 
Fviends, and several schools, [is conveniently si- 
tuated on a navigable arm of the East River, and 
an excellent turnpike communicates by land with 
Booeklyn and Petersburgh, opposite New-York, 
distant 7 or B miles, In the vicinity of Flushing 
there is a venerable looking frame house, dated 
1651, whch has been owned by a family of the 
name of Bowne, ever since. [tis remarkable for 
being the place where the first established meeting 
of Friends was held on Long Island. Near this 
ancient fabric stand two large white oak trees, 
under the shade of which George Fox preached 
toa humerous assembly of people about the year 
1673. The Breish, who occupied Flashing i 
the time of the revolution. had a design to converi 
these stately monuments into fire-wood; but friend 
Rowne prevailed on them by a small present, to 
ermit them to remain standing as they were 
There are some fine farms in the neighbourhood 
4 Flushing, and the inhabitants are a kind, gene 
rous, and well informed people

PLAINS OF LONG ISLAND. 


Phe Plains of Long Usiand are nearty at «qual 
distance from the svores of the Atlantic and the 
Sound called the Bast River. They are about 15 
mites in bength and Sor 61in breadth, and uniform 
y level, no trees or bushes grow in them, except 
a small shrub in same places, not & foot high, 
called 4ifl calf, Short grass simitar to what some 
peaple call green grass, is frequently noticed, but 
feneraliy the verdiure has the appearance of po- 
verty ; the soil when thrown up by ploughing is 
of 2 very dark colour, and when manurd is 
‘ound to produce tolerable crops of rye and Indian 
corn, But a great part of the pisins lie comm ins, 
affording to the inhabitants living on their borders 
an extensive range of pasture for cattle. Ic is said 
the butter produced trom pasturage on the Plains 
i of & very superinr quality. The country around 
is moderately veriegated with litle hills and dales, 
but there are few springs and very little running 
waterin the vicinity of the Plains, Of late years 
the inhabitants have encepached a little an 
these extensive commons by enclosing large 
fickls tor tilage. I saw one of these in the neigh 
bourhood of Jericho, which contained about 600 
acres. Rows or rather carriage tracks and cow 
paths run in almost every direction over the 
Plains, so that @ person unacquainted with the 
country might easily mins his way and not so rea- 
dily find it again as one would suppose, where he 
could see trom side to side, as they are winding 
and devious, and cross and re-cross each other 
withoui order ar system, and though at first site 
Many eppear nearly direct, yet bearing off by in. 
sensible degrees, they frequently conduct an in- 
attentive traveller entirely out of his course. 
There is a tradition amongst the inhabitants which: 
says that there plains were found by their an- 
Cestors inthe same state they now appear, except 
that there was then tall grass six feet in heint 
jRrowing all over them, of which the original 
setilers occasionally cut fodder, in doing which 
o- sometimes fell into marvellous reucontres 
with the baste Indians that skulked about in this 
Kray wilderness to annoy them. On the south 
erlge of the plains is a thrifty village celled Hemp- 
stead, another of less note called Jerusalem, near- 
ly oppesire to which on the north ade is Jericho, a 
tule town of forty or Aiity houses, which

REFINE WEEKES. 

This itinerent author and booksctier died lately 
at the house of Thomas Berry, in Chester county, 
64 years. He was born, aad resided ‘he 
greater part of his time at Oyster Bay, on Long 
Island, where he a handsome estate. 
and ed the character of an honest, indes- 
tious, and benevolent mitcled man. The popular 
current of Merino speculation unfortunately car- 
ried him away with it; be disposed of his farm, 
turned the inw Merinoes, and a share m 
a manufacturing establishment in the north coun. 
try bordering om Lake Champlain. By the injudi- 
cious Management of These concerns, his circum 
stances shortly became embarrassed, and even- 
tually he lost the whole of bis property, and was 
impreoned for debts he was unable to di-charge: 
and it sppears that thete acc dist res-es 
were rendered more peignant by the death of hie 
wife. By intercession made to the governor of the 
state on his behalf, he obtained his liberation from 
confinement, and being advanced in ife and un- 
able to obtain his fiveti by laborious exercise, 
he wasencouraged by his friends to publish a col. 
lection of poems which he had written while in 
prison, with a hope that by the profits of the sale 
of them, he might be enabled to support himsell im 
an honest manner, and peradventure he furnished 
with something to spare towards the discharge of 
his debts. His first voiame contaming near 400 
pages, was printed at New-York in 182y, and os 
chiefly a versification fiom seripture histery, 
which displays a comprehensive acquaintance with 
the sacred writings, and the pious and devotional 
feelings of the author, He published about the 
same time a pamphiet aginst slavery, and in 1872, 
another volsime of poems of upwards ef 200 pages, 
and the life of William Penn, in verse, prefixed to 
a collection of Penn’s Sermons, reprinted at his 
expence, In order to dispose of these we he 
travelled through varions parts ot New-England, 
New-York, NewJersey and Pennsylvania, being 
recommended by written testimonials from a consi 
derable number of persons of emmence, both in 
civil and religious society, to whow he Was known 
in his native state. Although his writings may 
not be reckoned under the character of first rate 
poetry, in many places his tines partake of a trec 
and easy flow of expression pleasing to the fancy, 
and the matter calculated to enlighten the under- 
standing and to promote virtue and piety, especi- 
ally in the minds of youthful readers, 

“ Awhile he enjoy’d ali the comforts of life, 

With a steady avertion to sloth and to strife : 

Aa time was advancing, arrived « sad day, 

When his wealth took a flight hke an eagle away— 

Tho’ the waters o’erflowed, when advanced far 
from youth, 

How strong and how sweetly consoling was truth, 

Tho? the scene was severe, as it rose in degree, 

Prepar'd tor the season was strength known to be; 

ho? stript of companion, of houses and lands, 

A monument truly of mercy he stands.” 

So writes the amhor concerning himself; but 
he is now “ gone to that bourne fram whence no 
traveller returns”—-end though he was not enabled 
to discharge all hes pecuniary obligations, his ef- 
forts to do so, and the sacrifices which le made to 
retrieve his misforiunes furnish an incontestible 
evidence of the hon: st intentions of his hear, and 
his writings remain a monument of bis genius and 
the purity of bis soul.

GENERAL RIEGO. 

Riego, whose conduct at Malaga has excited so 
much aitention, was born im the Asturias in the 
year 1783—he is a Field Marshal in the Spanish 
Army, a deputy to the Cortes of 1822, and tate 
Captain General of Arragon. In the year 1808. lx 
joined one of the independent battalions formed by 
the Spanish students; from thence he became an 
officer in the Regiment of Asturias, was made pri- 
soner dunng the Peninsular war, and carried to 
France, where he remained will the peace of 1414. 
when he was released. He visned Germany and 
England prior to his return to Spain; he there re- 
sumed the service, obtained the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel, and the command of a regiment ; this re- 
giment was one of those assembled at Cadiz for 
the expedition to Mexico, and Rego was one of 
the leaders of that plot, which was revealed by 
Abisbal. Quiroga, Arco Arguero, Lopez Banos, 
and O'Daly, were arrested, but Riego was not dis. 
covered, and commuing to mettle those who had 
al eady partly entered into the plot, at lengih 
brought to an issue = The Ist January, 1820, it 
burst out in the village of “Lis Cabezas de San 
Juan,” where he was quartered, by the ery of 
* Long hve the Consiution,” from one of the bat- 
talon. of his regiment. He reecivedd the ceths of 
the inhabitants, and then proceeded ta Arcos, 
Where he was juined by the other battalions. They 
then arrested the new commander in chief, Count 
Calderon, and then proceeded to * Alcala de Las 
Gazules,” where Quiroga was imprisoned, and re- 
leased him. The regiments of Seville and of the 
Canaries tollowed their example, which being soon 
imitated by the others, the title of “The army of 
the expedition,” was changed to that of the * Na- 
tional Army.” 

Quroga who was superior in rank, took the 
command, and established his head Quarters in the 
Island of Laon, while Riego with 1500 men, set out 
for the purpose of continuing the revolt in Andalu- 
sia Passing by Aigeziras, he ree: ived same sup 
plies from Gibraltar and proceeded to Malaga — 
Pursued and harassed, however, by a superior lorce 
under the command of Gen Jos. O'Donnel, who 
followed them even to the streets of Malaga ; his 
troops were nearly reduced to the alternative of 
dying sword in hand with their commander, or de. 
livering him up as the price of their own satety— 
when the success in other quarters caused the Con- 
stitution to be generally proclaimed. 

Riego immediately proceeded to Seville, where 
the honours of a triumphal entry were accorded 
him; from thence he proceeded to Viadrid, where 
be was received by dee King, and appoimed Cap. 
tain General of Arragon. From this post he was 
dismissed nm consequence of his difference of opi 
mon with the Minister of War, Salvador, and Mo. 
reda, the Governor of Saragossa. He was imme- 
mediately, however, elected a member of the 
Cortes. In a recent spirited attack upon thi 
French he was taken prisoner, ioaded with chains, 
and thrown into a dungeon at Madrid. We tear 
he has but little to bope from the hands of bis 
ene mics.

valued their rights, their bberues and their prio 
ciples, to join with tue constitutions! warmth of 
Irohmen, im a rebellion that was yet imembrvn, 
and winch was raised for the preservation of then 
country. 

Fortunately his discourse was not lost upon his 
audience. The iron ot slavery had entered mto 
their souls, they had felt the sing of poverty, and 
the of their nauonal degradation, and were 
ready embrace any pro-pect of emancipating 
themselves, however desperate it might appear.—

At @ Court of General Sessinns in New-York, 
on Saturday the 1Sth instant, sixteen criminals 
were sentenced to the Penitentiary and State pri- 
son, for the varinus crimes of Which they were 
found guilty during. the term.

“Out of about 140 persons on the Idand, offi. 
cera, seamen, and mariners, 59 are sick, princi. 
pally with Intermittent Fevers, onty one case ou: 
of the whole, assuming, at this time, a malignan 
type, they are, however, all in a low stare, and I 
have engaged two veasels, which FT found by acei 
dent, ta transport them to Norfolk at 810 per 
head; the three Surgeons who came with me, 
and Seirgeon Williamson, recommending their re 
moval to a northern climate, as absolutely neces. 
sarv to the restoration of their health. The men 
sill remaining, after the sick are sent away, will 
he sufficient for all the present exigenmes of the 
service, ail I have wo reason to Chink thet ans 
farther ew consequences are to be apprehended, 
as such cases of lever as have occurred within the 
lost twenty dave, has assumed a much milder 
type than previows to that date. T have just pe. 
turned from visiting all the sick in both Hospitals. 
Tt appears they had taken up an inpression that 
they could not recover in this climate, and. on 
being tokd my intention to send them home, every 
countenance appeared to beam with joy. Most o! 
those who have had the yellow fever have relaps- 
ed inte intermittents. 

“ With the two vessels in which I send the sick, 
{ shall sead Doctors Williamson and Uoffman, 
feeving Surgeons Mates Conway, Van Brunt, and 
Biyce who will be quite sufficient for any exigen- 
cies likely ta oceur. 1 would, however, recom 
mend our sending out a Surgeon and one or two 
Ma'es, as suon as convenient, to relieve those gen. 
uemen.”

replete with virtue and independence. 

The * desired,” the idolized * Ferdinand lives,” 
is their cry. The beloved Ferdinand, “* whose 
magnanimous heart will answer your acclaina 
tions, by calling you his dear children,” and in a 
spirit of enthusiasm and piety, which justice and 
sincerity, we hacksupposed was alone capable ul 
inspiring, they exclaim * Spanards!—Glory be 
first to God—te God who holds in his hands the 
hearts of Kings, who has inspired them with the 
purpose of entertaining such a glorious enterprize, 
ot which there is no example in the history of 
ages, let nothing be heard but hymns of bencdic- 
tion, sungs of praise, of reconciliation and peace.” 
What, wih astonisgment, we are realy to ex- 
claim, can this be the language of despotism? of 
tyranny? of men in the very act of ensiaving their 
fedow men? one might rather suppose they were 
hoiding a convocation of joy and rejocing, for the 
freee and general emancipation of the world.
